TIME FOR A HINT. 

France is sending troops to Syria, and Kemal 
is reported to be strengthening the army he has 
already collected along the border. Premier Poin- 
care is probably sorry now that he did not back 
up Great Britain when General Harrington was 
holding the Dardanelles against the victorious 
Turk forces. That at least would have created a 
situation in which the settlement of the Syrian 
boundary would have been properly up for dis- 
cussion. As matters stand Kemal is hardly likely 
to tackle France unless Germany makes a move in 
the Ruhr. Should that happen France would in 
all probability have a war in Asia Minor on hand 
also. A reminder to the Turk delegates at Laus- 
anne that the Allies are still allies, and that they 
are still theoretically at war with the Moslem 
power, would make for peace just now. 


SOMETHING NEW COMING. 


Whatever is to be said about his political tra- 
ditions, present relationships, and prospects, Mr. 
Lloyd George is one of the keenest observers of 
the trend of events in Great Britain and it has yet 
to be shown that he has lost his cunning in the art 
of putting himself at the head of a procession 
when one is being formed with some definite 
objective in view. Ho told a Manchester audience 
the other day that before Britain can be prosper- 
ous work will have to be found for its idle million 
and that the waste of money, time and energy 
due to alcoholism will have to be stopped. The 
first proposition sounds like a commonplace; but 
the flat declaration of the latter may cause a flut- 
tering in the political and fiuencial dovecotes. If 
the Tittle Welshman has it in mind to ally himself 
definitely with the small but growing and very 
aggressive minority who are trying to ‘‘wake up 
John Bull’? to the social and national conse- 
quences of intemperance, that supposedly phlegm- 
atic individual is in for some interesting times. 
As the leader of a ‘‘dry’’ party the author of the 
Limehouse speeches would certainly ‘hand the 
tranquility of the British booze intcrests one aw- 
ful jolt. 


A NATION-WIDE EXODUS, 


The Montreal Herald reports that men are 
leaving that city by the thousand for the United 
States. All classes are going, skilled mechanics and 
artisans and unskilled laborers, Canedian born, 
naturalized and newly arrived immigrants, As 
it costs them $8 per head to cross the line plus 
the railway fare, the inducement must be etrong. 
According to the Herald bricklavers in New York 
are drawing $20 per day, and carpent@rs, plaster- 
ers and others engaged in the building trades are 


being compensated in proportion. So serious is 
the exodus from the eastern metropolis that Mon- 
treal’s building program is badly hampered, and 
a serious shortage of labor of all kinds is threaten- 


ed. This of course is not pleasant reading, but it |: 


may do something to correct the notion that only 
from the Western provinces have people been 
flocking to the border. The West lost population 
to the republic during the winter, when times 
here are normally slack in the employment line. 
The eastern industrial centre is losing heavily 
when spring has openea and the summer’s activi- 
ties should be creating a uew temand for labor.

When the United States 
took its troops out of the Rhine district it evident- 
ly quit Europe for good and intends to leave the 
people on that side of the Atlantic to clear up the 
mess as best they can. 
is humming with prosperity just now, and those 
international adventures are not good for busi 
ness. In fact the longer the nations in Europe 
continue to squabble the more their customers in 
other parts of the world will come to rely upon 
the United States for manufactured goods of all 
kinds. And why should Uncle Sam help his 
European rivals to compromise their quarrels and 
get back to business as usual? 


UNLOADING THE ELEPHANTS. 


Twenty-seven of the remaining sixty-four 
vessels of the Government Merchant Marine are 
being offered for sale, This reduction of the 
fleet is made on recommendation of Sir Henry 
Thornton who evidently did not need much time 
whether the craft were assets or lia- 
bilities to the National enterprise and the coun- 
try. It is explained that the ships to be disposed 
of are too small to compete for ocean freights, 
but too large to be profitably operated through 
the canals in the Lake and River trade. They are 
apparently only adapted for coastwise traffic, 
which is limited in amount, is well taken care of 
by privately owned steamers und echooners, and 
is not in prospect of such an expansion as would 
call for their services. For the last two years 
these ships have been on the upper lakes, from 
which it is to be inferred that they have not been 
able to make expenses hauling wheat at three 
times the usual rate. The wisdom of getting rid 
of them under these circumstances is hardly to be 
called in question. 

That one-third of the vessels in the Govern- 
ment fleet are thus condemned by the man who 
is responsible for its operation will raise doubts 
in a good many quarters as to the other units in 
that maritime adventure. If one out of every 
three ships bought by the Government is useful 
neither on the ocean nor on the inland waterways, 
it is to be suspected that the other two are not 
worth what was paid for them, making due allow- 
ance for the inflated prices of war time. Political 
marine experts who did not even know what sized 
ships to order built, or to not order, probably 
knew quite as little about how a ship should be 
constructed, what it should be or was built of, and 
what should be paid for it. In the light of this 
disclosure it would not be surprising to learn that 
our commercial armada was constructed general- 
ly on what is known as the ‘‘tin pot’’ type of 
architecture. That, in fact, was rather suggested 
by the habit the Government vessels developed 
early in their career of springing a leak whenever 


they got far from harbor. If the present reduc- 
tion is a first step in the gradual dispersion of 
the Government Marine the sooner the process 
can be got along with the better it will be for the 
taxpayers 

That fact is sufficiently emphasized by the 
announcement that during the past year the Gov- 
ernment fleet failed to pay expenses by nearly ten 
million dollars. Jt is to be supposed that this 
deficit includes interest and depreciation charges, 
though there is nothing to suggest that anything 
was written off to meet the difference between the 
war-time prices which were paid for the vessels 
and the prices at which similar ships can now be 
built or bought. If it means that the $9,600,000 
plus was lost in operating expenses and that the 
allowances for capital investment have to be 
added the outcome is that much the worse. And 
it is bad enough in any case to make the tax- 
payers wish that German submarines had sunk 
the lot, providing they were insured 

The year’s loss works out at an average of 
$150,000 per ship. At that rate of going the 
country will in a few years lose more than the 
vessels could be sold for and might better market 
the fleet now for whatever it will bring and stop 
throwing good money after bad. It will be ex- 
plained of course that last year was a bad one for 
ocean carriers. That may be true. But it was not 
that bad. If privately owned ships had been 
losing at a proportionate scale they would have 
been tied up, ocean commerce have come to a stop,
